TWO OTHER LOCAL MILLERS. 


John H. Kaufman, and Franklin Priest Leaders in 


Their Day—No Vestige of Latter Here Now. 
Vital as the milling industry has been to the development 


of Decatur and the surrounding farm lands, it is worth ivhile 
to tell something of, two other millers who were important in 
their day, remembering also the Shellabargers. 


Franklin Priest came to Decatur in 1853, bringing plenty 


of energy and some cash, and he had the backing of larger fin- 
ancial interests in Springfield. Franklin Priest and Asa East- 
man bought the grist mill and saw mill owned by Orlando 
Powers, and proceeded to furnish 
bridge timbers and ties to the two 
railroads then building.

TOWN'S BUSIEST MAX. 


In addition, Franklin Priest 1)6; 


gan to impress himself variously inv 
the community. By 1859 he was at 
tha head ot several important in- 
dustries. 
When the late George S. 


Simpson came to Decatur in 1859 
Franklin Priest was by all odds the 
busiest man lu town. 


In the not far past there were 


many buildings and induetries In 
Decatur bearing the name of Priest: 
a Priest street, a Priest black, a 
Priest hotel, a Priest street rail- 
way (also known by the resound- 
ing title of "The Dettaitur Hors-e 
Railway and Carrying Company," 
which will be given more detailed 
attention later), a Priest grain mill, 
a Priest distillery, a Priest woolen 
mill, a Priest general Ktore. a Priest 
saw mill, and a Priest brickj-ard. 
Tho Priest home stood for many 
years at 22-1 North Main street, anil 
when it was torn down some years 
ago to' make way for tha Pasfield 
building the last recognizable me- 
mento ot this important 
Decatur 


citizen was obliterated. 


FOUR TIMES MAYOR. 


Franlclin Priest was four 
times 


elected Mayor of DccatKr, a record 
held by vo other man. 
He was a 


member of the first city council un- 
der the special charter of JSZG, and 
was again elected first -ward alder- 
man in 1861. HP. u'as the first to ad- 
vocate paving the streets of Dscatur. 


He was married three times, first
